Wherever we behold mankind, wher- 
ever we see nature in any design, we find 
her glorious trinity of life. 

The three in one, the one in three, for- 
ever eXpress a cheering sentiment, and yet 
God is the trinity principle from which all 
life is an outgrowth. 

Christian Spiritualism is to us, then, that 
especial branch of truth, of love, of im- 
mortality, which influence most refined 
and holy conditions, directs man contin- 
ually toward his creator, and while it tells 
him of one God, tells that in his own 
being the very soul with which he ex- 
presses his life is a part and portion of that 
God. Men are indeed parts of that divine 
expression and that in all lines here we are 
each one of us, though narrowed and limi- 
ted, a spark that forever shall be in the great 
truth of the Infinite Master’s decision; 
that our Father in Heaven is our Father on 
earth; that all earth, all heaven, all the uni- 
verse, are but parts and portions in this 
great whole, and that we in all understand- 
ing and comprehension are only far from 
God when our ignorance gives lack of un- 
derstanding Him. If westand in the dark 
shadows where we see nothing but the 
material things; if we only had a sense of 
that which touches us in a material man- 
ner, then indeed we are a greater distance 
from that divine creator.

Then five thousand men were fed with 
five barley loaves und two small fishes. 
That account is another of Nature's own 
miracles. We find that in nature the 
sower goes forth to sow and the sun's in- 
fluence upon the corn fleld and the wheat 
field generates the wheat, the barley and 
oats, thirty, forty and sixty fold, and by 
the law of reproduction, the fishes of the 
sea or of the lake ana river are multiplied, 
and thousands are fed with a handful of 
barley or wheat, or a pair of fishes, by the 
generation of their spawn and the germin- 
ation of the seeds, and that miracte of na- 
ture, too, because it is one of the sun's 
miracles, is brought into the atmosphere 
of Jesus of Nazareth in order to show his 
relationship and descent from the sun, and 
possessing a solar power, and we might 
elaborate at greater length. 

We find too, in the account of the rais- 
ing of Lazarus; there you are supposed 
to believe that one was raised from 
the dead in reality. It was but suspended 
animation, and the magnetic operation of 
Jesus strengthens the magnetic cord that 
unites soul and body, or mind and matter, 
and the spirit 11 95 reanimated, or more 
fully animates the body, and there is a res- 
toration of vitality and a resurrection to 
life. If that cord had been snapped asun- 
der there is no means known to us of a 
reunion but that of re-birth, and through 
the entire career then of the life of Jesus 
we find these accounts, either manufactured 
or brought from other systems of thought, 
and surrounding the man Jesus we find 
an Oriental mythical garb. We find his 
very birth is recognized to be brought 
according to popular thought, by an Im- 
maculate Conception, and that Immacu- 
late Conception was by no means orig- 
inal doctrine with Christianity, for the 
followers of Pythagoras claimed that he 
was immaculately conceived. Others 
have been supposed to be born from the 
virgins womb, but to-day we have no 
such occurrences. They are recognized 
to be in opposition to all the physiological 
and anatomical laws known to modern 
science, but there is an esoteric or under- 
lying significance to this, and that is that 
every Christ-like principle born unto hu- 
man life must come from the unadulter- 
ated and unsullied principles of the spirit 
within, or the affections of the heart. We 
might lengthen, but time wlll not permit 
us todo ample justice to the theme under 
consideration, 

We would then briefly state that from 
India, Egypt and Greece, we find elements

HOME SUGGESTIONS. 


Ir a child has a weak ankle it should wear 
only front lace shoes, and as a support a 
piece of staff leather should be sewed in 
from the heel to the shoe top. 

Straw bottle covers painted brown and 
tied at top and bottom with bright ribbon, 
with a glass for flowers inside, are prettily 
hung in groups of three against the wall, or 
in odd corners. 

Wrex the room is swept, sprinkle the 
carpet with damp sawdust or spent tea 
leaves, to keep down the dust, and cover the 
plants with papers, and leave them on until 
the dust has settled. 

IN using crumbs for rolling various tid- 
bits or covering the tops of pates or pud- 
dings, bread crumbs are preferable for deep 
fat frying, as they do not soak fat so badly, 
and cracker crumbs for baking as they keep 
moist longer. 

A CHAMPAGNE-BASKET and pine easel, 
painted some neutral tint, and draped with 
plush or velveteen, or cretonne, make an 
admirable holder for newspapers and pe- 
riodicals. Have the pins of the easel long 
enough tahold the basket—whose hd should 
be fastened up with a bow matching or con- 
trasting with the drapery. 

HovseHoLtp ammonia is a good fertilizer 
for house roses. Use in the proportion of a 
tablespoonful to a quart of water. The 
ammonia prepared for household use is di- 
luted, and consequently is preferable to any 
other. Its use will not only better the 
growth of the plants, but will beautify the 
foliage, making it a richer dark green. 

FILLET or CHICKEN.—Reduce a quart of 
chicken broth to less than half that quan- 
tity by slow simmering: strain into a plain 
mold, an4 let it stand while you broil a neat 
fillet from the breast of a tender chicken. 
Season this with salt and pepper, and put it 
into the mold of reduced broth, which must 
be seton ice until it hardens. Turn out on 
a small oval dish, and decorate with pars- 
ley. 

Sreamemp GrRanam Popprxc.—Take two 
teacupfuls Graham flour, one teacupful 
each of milk, molasses and raisins, half 
teacupful of suet or butter, one egg, a tea- 
spoonful of soda, half teaspoonful cach of 
cloves, cinnamon and nutmeg, and a pinch 
of salt. Mix thoroughly. Flour the rai- 
sins, adding them last. Grease the mold 
before putting in the mixture. Set it in the 
steamer and steam three hours. 

Roya. Popprne.—Beat half a pound of 
butter to a cream; stir in the yelks of six 
eggs, half a pound of butter, six ounces of 
sifted sugar, half a pound of Sultana rai- 
sins, the juice and grated rind of two lem- 
ons; add the whites of the eggs beaten toa 
foam. Line a buttered mold with slices of 
citron, blanched almonds, candied orange 
and lime rind, and other fruit, angelica, 
vanilla and rosedrops,jand pour In the mixt- 
ure; cover with oiled paper and cloth.

Tur saliva is a mixed fluid, secreted and 
poured into the mouth from no less than 
three clusters of glands, the parotid, under 
the cars, the submaxillary, near the cnds of 
the lower jaws, and the sublingual under 
the tongue, Still another secretion is poured 
from numerous separate glands throughout 
the mucous membrane which lines the 
cheeks. From one to two quarts of this 
mixed saliva is secreted daily. 

Ir is casy to prevent rust within show 
cases. It is well known that the rusting of 
bright steel goods is due to the precipita 
tion of atmospheric moisture upon the met- 
al. This may be obviated by keeping the 
air surrounding the goods in a dry condi- 
tion; and a saucerof powdered quicklime 
placed in an ordinary show case will usually 
suffice to prevent the rusting of the cutlery 
exhibited therein, as the lime will take up 
the moisture. 

Cuipuoop is the period when nervous 
activity is very great. The brain is ever 
busy receiving new impressions. Reflex 
action, co-ordination of the muscles, and the 
special senses are all under a constant 
course of training. The nervous system is 
pushed to its utmost capacity, and long is 
the list of victims that follow its over stim- 
ulations. In little people nothing but harm 
can come from the use of such cerebral 
stimulants as tea or coffee. . J 

A comprrext authority on the subject 
holds that pneumonia is a house disease and 
is infectious, but not contagious. He says: 
“In the warm air of the house the system 
is made sensitive to the cold, but the cold is 
only the producing cause. It prepares the 
coddled lungs for the pneumonia poison, 

which has its real origin in damp and dirty 
rooms or cellars. Whatis the cure? Well, 
the steps to the cure have unhappily ad- 
vanced but little. But the relief and the 
prevention are no medicine and plenty of 
fresh air.

How toForm Spirit Circies, 

Tnquirers Into Spiritualism should begin by form- 
ing spirit-circles in their own homes, with no Spir- 
itualist or professional medium present, Should no 
results be obtaineds on the first occasion, try again 
with other sitters, One or more persons possessing 
modial powers without knowing it are to be found 
in nearly every household, 

1. Lot the room be of comfortable temperature, 


but cool rather than warm--let the arrangement 


be made that nobody shall enter it, and that there 
shall be no interaption for one hour during the sit- 
ting of the circle, 

2. Let thecircle consist of four, five or six indi- 
viduals, about the same number of cach wex. Bit 
round an uncovered wooden table, with all the 
palms of the hands npon the top surface. Whether 
the hands touch each other or vot fs usually of uo 
importance. Any table will do, Just large enough 
to conveniently accomodate thesitters, The removal 
of a hand from the table for a few seconds does 
no harm, but when one of the sitters breaks the 
cirele by leaving the table, it sometimes, but not 
always, breaks the manifestations, 

3. Before the sitting begins, place some pointed 
lead-pencils and some sheets of clean writing paper 
on the table, to write down any communications 
that may be obtained, 

4. People who do not like each other should not 
sit in the same circle, fer such a want of harmony 
tends to prevent manifestations except with well 
developed physical mediums; it is not yet known 
why, Belief or unbelief has no influence on the 
manifestations, butan acrid feeling against them 
hasa weakening influence, 

6, Betore the manifestations begin it is well to 
engage in general conversation or in singing, and 
it is beat that neither should be of a frivolous char-. 
acter, A prayerful, earnest feeling among the 
members of the circ's gives the higher spirits more 
power to come tothe circle, and makes it more difi- 
cult for the lower spirits to come near, 

6. The first symptom of the invisible power at 
work le often a feciing like a cool wind sweeping 
over the hands. The first maulfestations will pro- 
bably bo table tiltings or raps. A 

7. When motions of the tablo or sounds are pro- 
duced freely, to avoid confusion, let only one person 
speak, and talk to the table as to an intelligent be- 
ing. Let him tell the table that three tilta or raps 
mean es,“ one means No,“ and two means 
“Doubtful,” and ask if the arrangement is under- 
stood. If three signals be given in answer, then 
say, It I speak the letters of the alphabet slowly, 
will you signal every time I come to the letter you 
want, and spell ns out a message?“ Should three 
siguals be given, set to work on the plan proposed 
and, from this time. an intelligent system of com- 
munication is established, 

& Afterwards the question should be put, “Are 
we altting in the right order to got the best manifes- 
tations?” Probably some members of the circle 
will then be told to change seats with each other, 
and the signals will be afterwards strengthened, 


Next ask, Who is the medium?” When spirits 
come, a. ing themselves to be related or known 
to any present, well-chosen questions should 
be put, tc test the accuracy of the statements, as 


spirits out of the body have all the virtues and all 
the fallivgs of spirits in the body. 

9. A powerful physical medium is usually a per- 
son of an impulsive, affectionate and genial nature, 
and very sensitive to mesmeric influences. The ma- 
jority of media are ladies. 

The best manifestations are obtained when the 
medium aod all the members of the circle are har- 
moniously bound together, and are thoroughly 
comfortable and happy; the manifestations are born 
of the spirit, and shrink somewhat from the lower 
mental influences of earth. Family circles with uo 
strangers present are usually the best. 

Possibly at the first sitting of acircie symtoms of 
other forms of mediumship than tilts or raps may 
make their appearance.
